e ing moſt Excellent Maieſty, conſidering how much it importeth the honor, 
lafety, and wealth ofthis Realme, that the nauigation ofthe lame bee 
carefully tontinued and maintained and that there be ſkilfull Warmers, 
and Scafaring men at all times in readineſſe,to furmſh,aſwell his Ma⸗ 
ieſties 0Wne Royall Nauy.vpon all occaſions, as the ſhipping of his ſub- 
ietts And vnderſtanding, that the Marincrs and Scafaring men of 
this Kealme, haue of late yeeres in great numbers, without any licence 
oꝛſufficient warrant, put themſclues into the ſeruite of fozraine Princes 
and States, and of Strangers boꝛne, wherby both his Maieſties Nauy 
and the Kealme in generall, are likely to be depꝛued of their ſeruite, when 
there ſhall be any needfull vſc thereof, if ſome timely remedy be not p2out- 
deb to mect with fo great an intonuemente, And weighing, that it is apzncipallpart ofthe alleges 
ance and duty ok a ſubiect. to attend the ſernice of his liege Soueraigne aud Country: His Matelty 
doth cherfoze ſtrattly iuhibite and foꝛbid, that no Mariner 02 Secafariinginan,Ship-waght, o: Ship⸗ 
Carpenter whatſoener, being his Maieſties ſubiett, doe at any time heercafter without erxpꝛeſle lis 
cence of his Maieſty, oz of the Loꝛd Adnurall of En land. foz the time being, in W2iting, enter, oz at- 
{cinpt, 02 goc about to enter into the ſeruite of anp foꝛreine Pance,o2 State noꝛ to be imploped out of 
this Kcalme in any ſeruice whatſoeuer, vnleſſe it be in the ſeruice of his Maieſtp, oꝛ of ſome of his 
Highneſſe owneliege Subiects, vpon paine of his Maleſties indignation and dilpleaſure, and the 
bttermoſt ſeuerity of his Maieſties Laws, to be extended againſt them, that contrary to their duty to 
his Maieſty, and this their natiue Country, ſhall ſo contemptuouſlpy withſtand this his Ruyallcoms 
mand, in a matter of ſluch weighty conſequence, by withdzawing themſelues from that duty and ſcr- 
uice, which bythe Lawes of God and man, they owe to their Soueraigne and Country. Andhis 
Maleſty doth likewile tommand all his Officers, Miniſters, and Subiects whatlocuer not onely (as 
much as in them is) to hinder any ſuch, as ſhall attempt any thing againſt this his Royall Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation but, from time to time, to make knowne all ſuch offences and offendo2s, tothe Lozd Admi⸗ 
rall.to2 the tune being, that a ſpeedy courſe may be taken foꝛ the leuert puniſhing ol them, to the eram 


ple of others.
